Sitting here at work today stuffing out and CLEANING circuit boards, 
I just happen to have a couple cans of cleaner in front of me. 


I use the Miller-Stephenson Co. "Trichloroethane Solvent," No. MS-170. 
Squirt that stuff on the flux and scrub off with a small brush (kinda 
like one for cleaning an electric shaver), toothbrush, or even a Q-tip 
while the flux is moist from the cleaner. (It evaporates kinda fast). 


There are also some freon and freon-safe type cleaners you can get, such 
as Tech Spray "Freon TF FD Cleaner." (Stock no. 1638-16S). I think the 
TF means trichloroethane-freon, or basically a synthetic freon that 


doesn't mess up the ionosphere, yak, yak, yak and FD ... ??? who knows. 
I have also used regular old alcohol to loosen old flux and scrub it 
away with a little elbow juice. On big blobs, its usually easier and 
faster to just chip it away with a small screw driver or something, then 
clean what's left. 


Finger nail polish remover has also been used with some degree of success. 


The first two choices are available at an electronic supply business, but 
likely not a Radio Shack type of thing.

Don't want to muddy the waters, but here goes. It seems from the posts you 
have several choices to remove flux: TCE (trchloethane), rubbing alcohol (no, 
vodka probably won't work; besides, the olive keeps getting in the way), or 
finger nail polish remover. 


TCE--One can probably find this at office supply stores as "Dr. Scat" which 
is a typewriter platen cleaner. It is a chlorinated solvent, and you should 
avoid breathing it every day for the rest of your life (or drinking it--see 
olive note above). However, if used with good ventilation (and wear gloves), 
it is much safer from a xflammability* standpoint than the other alternatives. 


Rubbing alcohol will work, but if you are using Isopropyl based rubbing 
alcohol, one should also used good ventilation. It is also *xveryx flammable. 
Not good in martinis, gimlets, etc. Just as Kitty Dukakis........ 


Finger nail polish, being a mixture of ketones will probably also work well. 
It also is xveryx flammable and should be used with proper ventillation. 
Also, your board may smell like your toilet paper when you're done (it is my 

firm belief that finger polish has the same perfume in it as baby oil and 

toilet paper). 


Regarding removing flux with water: that technique is usually used with 
solders that have water soluble flux. I don't thing the stuff we buy from 
Kester or Radio Shack is very water soluble. 

Bottom Line?? Use good judgement, always use good ventilation (and gloves 
[playtex or surgical] if you're so inclined), keep open flames (like that 
furnace) away, and save the vodka for cold winter nights.

Typically, the value of an RFC should be such that its impedance is at least 
ten times the circuit impedance where you're going to hook it in at the 
frequencies of interest. You also need to make sure that the physical RFC 
which you place in the circuit has a self-resonant frequency well above the 
frequency of interest -- unless you're actually cheating and using it as a 
sort-of-tuned circuit with low impedance at a frequency of interest and 

high impedance elsewhere (a trick I dislike, since it depends so heavily on 
details of construction, and it makes life really difficult when you want 

to change the frequency of operation). Sometimes, you're guided by what's 
in the junkbox (if 100uH will do and you've got a box full of 100uH inductors, 
that's what you pick). 


For a description that's less of a rule of thumb, you have to analyze the 
circuit you're interested in and figure out why you need an RFC, and what 
it has to do -- that will generally tell you its value right off. :-)

Just wanted to make a few quick comments on the solder/flux dialog: 


The old rosin core solder can tend to leave some ugly looking brown material on 
the joints, but from an operational perspective, it is reasonably insulated and 
at DC and low frequencies it doesn't do a lot of harm. It is wise to clean 
off as much as possible, but the effort may have diminishing returns. It is 
especially difficult to remove if it is very old. 


The water soluable stuff is very easy to clean. A mild handsoap and warm water 
works very nicely, the soap isn't even necessary. Contrary to the rosin solder 
however, it really should be cleaned if high frequencies or extremely small 
currents are involved. 


If this stuff is used with CMOS circuits, or devices such as the Unitrode 
UC3906 battery charger chip, strange things can occur if it is not cleaned off. 
A CMOS chip, such as the Curtis Keyer 8044ABM will start to key itself, or not 
key at all etc. The UC3906 previously mentioned has currents as small as 10 
microamps, and this flux, if left on, can offer paths as low as a megohm 
between pins on the IC. Things can vary with temperature and humidity and 
drive a builder crazy if they are not aware of this flux being on the board. 


I prefer the water soluable stuff, it is more pleasant to work with, but must 
be cleaned off.

Yes, I'm parting with it, after 6 years of great performance. 
Features: extremely small solid-state rig; great beginner radio for 
people with a low budget, perfect for mobiles, a great backup rig for 
emergencies or up at the cottage. 
- 5 or 50 watts ssb and cw, 
- transmits upper and lower sideband, cw, (automatically ofsets 
transmitter when switched over to cw) 
- transmits and receives on 80, 40, 30, 20, 15, and 10 metre bands. 
(10 m is split into four band selections, 28.0-28.5, 28.5-29.0, etc.) 


- great notch filter for eliminating carriers 
- digital readout for frequencies, power/swr/signal meter, 

- comes with Ten-tec power supply, d-104 desk mike that looks aweful 
but is a perfect match with this radio, 

- also comes with voice readout for frequencies, (great for 
white-caners like me) 

Reason for selling: I'm just not interested in keeping this thing 
around any more. I have almost lost all interest in HF, and will 
buy a better radio when I get back into the low bands. Furthermore, 
as I mentioned above, I need the money for other things. 

History: For the first year after I purchased this radio, I was 
constantly replacing fuses in the power supply, and the radio was 
pretty warm even with almost perfect swr readings. Then, the 
voltage regulator went for good in the power supply, blowing the two 
big transistors in the finals. $138 later, the supply and radio 
were fixed, and I have had no problems since. No blown fuses, no 
overheating problems, etc. It works great, except for the following 
minor problems. The plastic knob on the 

mode-change control can be removed by simply sliding it off its 
post. There is no longer a knob on the notch filter control, but 
this could be easily remedied. Also, the RIT control needs to be 
lined up again. In other words, when the RIT control is in the 
middle of its range (transmit and receive are on the same frequency 
supposedly), transmit is down the band about 1.5 KC's from where the 
receiver is. I just turn the RIT to correct this, but its annoying 
having to have it permanently set wrong. 

I'd like $450.00 or best offer for this rig, power supply, voice 


readout, d-104 mic. I still have the manuals and paperwork as well. 
If you don't want the d-104, I'll probably just throw it out as its 
so beat up.

Subject: VHF Antenna Matching Units (Tuners) 


One problem that is encountered with VHF or UHF antenna tuners that does not 
exist with low frequency tuners to the same degree, is the coaxial losses. 


If coaxial cable is used from the antenna matching unit on HF, the losses are 
low, and even high SWR is not much of an issue if the system is matched. 
However, at VHF and above, coaxial losses are substantial. SWR creates 
circulating currents that travel back and forth between the antenna and the 
matching unit. Even though the transmitter is matched to the system with the 
matching unit, the SWR currents are still there. Although the losses on HF are 
insignificant due to SWR circulating currents, on VHF traversing the cable many 
times increases energy loss many times. 


The transmitter will be perfectly happy using a tuning device, and all will 
appear to be fine, however, much of the energy will be used to heat the cable, 
and not radiated into space. 


Therefore, on VHF one should really try to create the match at the antenna. 
This is why most VHF/UHF antenna systems usually provide some sort of tuning at 


the antenna, it keeps the circulating currents low on the coax. 


Of course if one uses very short lengths of coax, or high quality twin-lead 
wire, then a matching unit is still a viable device, even at two meters. Look 
in the handbooks at the charts for loss vs. SWR vs. Frequency for specific 
numbers.

Wondering if any of our key collectors can help me date a Vibroplex. 
I'm told I have a "Lightning" model but this has not been confirmed. 


This bug has a black crackle finish on the base, all other metal parts 
are chromed. There is a traditional black plastic or bakelite finger 


knob and a black composition material thumb piece. There is a brass 
(gold plated?) manufacturer's plate with the 833 Broadway Address. The 
logo "bug" is in red. The word "Patented" appears on the plate but there 
are no numbers below it. The serial number is 153502. 


In addition to being in absolute mint condition (possibly never used) 
the bug came with a finely machined extension for the operating arm. 
It has a socket with set screw and tapers to a solid rod. This rod 
accepts the standard weights, if desired, and the dot action can be 
slowed down to a crawl compared to standard speeds. 


Was this a Vibroplex accessory, a retail after-market item or perhaps a 
custom made item by the previous owner(s)?
